The civil courts, under law, are set up to protect 
the rights of citizens and to prevent disorder and in- 
justice flowing from conflicts of interests and the 
effort of individuals to redress wrongs and adjust 
grievances without recourse to any tribunal. The | 
proposed tribunal would be set up to perform fully 
as important a function, namely, to prevent through 
legal procedure, conflicts which would imperil the 
welfare and even the life of the people. 

If organized labor refuses to submit to such con- 
trol and to the judgment of the tribunal set up by 
the Government, it denies governmental authority and 
registers its distrust of the Government as the peo- 
ple’s agency of justice. " 
The argument that submission to a tribunal for the 
adjustment of grievances would enslave labor is non- 
sense, If labor is enslaved by submission to a public 
tribunal to adjust its grievances, then every citizen 
who submits to the adjudication of a court is en- 
slaved.

The jury in the saccharin case has been unable to| d 
reach a verdict. The public that has followed the! d 
testimony can appreciate the dilemma of those 12 
good men and true.

The plea of the Central Council of Social Agencies 
for an adequate provision in the proposed bond issuc 
for the establishing of a municipal farm is based 
upon sound reasoning and is in harmony with wise 
public policy.
